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Skateboarding now allowed on parts of campus 


The policy comes after changes in the 
Long Beach municipal code.

University Police announced 
a new plan that will allow skate- 
boarding in certain parts of campus 
after the Long Beach City Council 
decided last October that CSULB 
can set its own skateboarding regu- 
lations. 


CSULB Vice President of Ad- 
ministration and Finance Mary 
Stephens said in August that in 
order for the municipal code to be 
changed the university had to make 
a detailed plan on how skateboards 
would be managed on campus. 

Under the new policy skate- 
boarders can ride on campus but 
must comply with a 5 miles per 
hour speed limit on campus. Skate- 
boarding is not permitted in pedes- 
trian-only zones, which includes 


areas near the quad, south campus 
and Brotman Hall. 

The new policy and speed re- 
striction also applies to coasting 
devices such as roller skates, roll- 
erblades and scooters. 

Coasting devices cannot be used 
on hills located on East and West 
Campus Drives. They are also for- 
bidden in pedestrian-only zones, 
roadways, parking structures and 
parking lots. 

Bicycles can only be used on 
designated sidewalks and path- 
ways. They cannot be used in pe-

Interim President Donald J. Para has 
announced that he will retire at the end 
of the academic year after his 26-year- 
long career at Cal State Long Beach. 

In an email sent to CSULB faculty 
earlier this month, Para said he had 
thought of retirement for several years 
and planned to wrap up his time at The 
Beach in 2014. 

“tT was deeply honored when Chan- 
cellor [Timothy P.] White offered me 
the opportunity to serve as interim 
president of CSULB last May,” Para 
said in the email. “I could not pass up 
this extraordinary chance to serve the 
university that I love ... Serving as 
president of CSULB has been a grati- 
fying and rewarding conclusion to my 
career at CSULB.” 

In his years at CSULB, Para served 
as dean of the College of the Arts, chair 
in the Department of Music and provost 
and senior vice president for academic 
affairs. 

Para took over as interim president of 
CSULB in June 2013 after former Pres- 
ident F. King Alexander left CSULB to 
become the system president of Louisi- 
ana State University and the chancellor 
of LSU A&M College. 

Para also revealed in the email that 
finalists for the CSULB president posi- 
tion, who will be interviewed by the Cal 
State University Board of Trustees in a 
closed session later this month, have 
been chosen.

Jecturer Tom Peters welcomed 2014 by 

reaching a milestone. 

Peters, who teaches double bass at the Bob Cole 
Conservatory of Music, was nominated for a Gram- 
my in the Best Chamber Music/Small Ensemble 
Performance category for the recording “Cage: The 
10,000 Things,” along with his fellow performers 
Vicki Ray, William Winant and Aron Kallay. 

“T was sitting next to my wife when I found out, 
and she squealed,” Peters said. “For the classical 
music [genre], our CD was in a field of about 300 
others, but we knew there was a possibility ... and 
when the list of nominees were released, we were

one of the five [in our category].” 

Peters’ CD submission features five pieces by 
musician John Cage, an American composer who 
was known for his unconventional use of instru- 
ments. The four artists recorded their own perfor- 
mances of one of Cage’s solo works and added a 
recording of the composer himself. 

“It was a really great project,” said Peters, who 
has been teaching at CSULB since 1997. “There are 
so many amazing musicians and amazing projects 
out there that don’t get this sort of recognition.” 


Carolyn Bremer, director of the Bob Cole Con- 
servatory, said in a CSULB press release that she 
considers the Best Chamber Music/Small Ensemble 
Performance to be a “tough category to crack.” 

“This is the big time,” said Bremer, who is a com- 
poser and former bass player. “Tom’s exceptional 
work in new music is a boon to all of us composers, 
and I am thrilled that we have a bass player of his 
caliber here at the [Bob] Cole Conservatory.” 

Aside from teaching at CSULB, Peters has re- 
mained an active composer and performer. He 
has performed as a soloist with Ensemble Oh-Ton, 
People Inside Electronics, MicroFest, the Schindler

Riding coasting 
devices down hills, including the hills at East Campus Drive and West 
Campus Drive is prohibited (see attached map). 


Coasting devices are not vehicles and their use is prohibited on 
roadways, parking lots and in parking structures. 


Use of the devices for acrobatics, racing or other stunts is strictly 
prohibited. Riding on any architectural or landscape features other 
than sidewalks is prohibited. All wheels of the device must be in 
contract with the ground while in use. 


The use of coasting devices is prohibited within any building, any 
covered area and in the designated pedestrian-only zones (see 
attached map). 


Persons using roller skater or rollerblades must remove them before 
entering all university buildings. 


Persons violating these prohibitions may be cited under C.V.C 21113(g) 
regarding local jurisdiction over bicycles, skateboards and roller 
skates.

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US eases sanctions, Iran halts some nuclear work as deal begins 


WASHINGTON — Iran has started 
suspending some of its uranium enrich- 
ment as part of a deal between Tehran 
and world powers to rein in the nation’s 
nuclear program in return for the lifting 
of some economic sanctions, according 
to an international watchdog. 

Negotiators for the nations said they 
will now begin working on a longer- 
term, more comprehensive agreement. 
The United States will send Under- 
secretary Wendy Sherman to meet her 
counterparts in Geneva on Tuesday to 


“ begin talks. 


“These actions represent the first 
time in nearly a decade that Iran has 
verifiably enacted measures to halt 
progress on its nuclear program, and 
roll it back in key respects,’ White 
House spokesman Jay Carney said in a 
statement. “Taken together, these con- 
crete actions represent an important 
step forward.” 

The International Atomic Energy 
Agency, the United Nations’ nuclear 
watchdog, reported that Iran had taken 
the initial steps it had committed to by 
Monday’s deadline as part of a joint 
plan of action between the nations. 

Iran has halted production of 20 per- 
cent enriched uranium; has disabled the 
centrifuge process used to produce it; 
has begun diluting its existing stock- 


pile of 20 percent enriched uranium; 


and has started providing the energy 
agency with more information about its 
nuclear capabilities through frequent 
inspections. 

In return, the world powers - the 
United States, the United Kingdom, 
France, Germany, Russia and China, as 
well as the European Union - will begin 


to provide modest economic relief. That 
includes suspending implementation of 
sanctions on petrochemical exports, 
goods imported for use in the auto in- 
dustry, gold and other precious metals; 
freeing up Iranian money to help pay 
educational costs of Iranians, some of 
whom are attending U.S. colleges; and 
beginning to allow Iran access to $4.2 
billion in restricted Iranian funds. 

“This is an important first step, but 
more work will be needed to fully ad- 
dress the international community’s 
concerns regarding the exclusively 
peaceful nature of the Iranian nuclear 
program,” said Catherine Ashton, 
the European Union’s foreign policy 
chief, who has represented the inter- 
national community in negotiations 
with Iran.” We aim to start negotiations 
about a comprehensive solution with 
Iran in February.” 

Lawrence Korb, a senior fellow at 
the left-leaning think tank Center for 
American Progress, said that during the 
next six months “it is essential that all 
parties refrain from provocative actions 
that could diminish trust and compli- 
cate already difficult negotiations.” 

The administration Monday sent Con- 
gress a series of statutory waivers to ease 
economic sanctions approved by Secre- 
tary of State John Kerry; some lawmak- 
ers remain skeptical of the deal. President 
Barack Obama has been lobbying law- 
makers not to implement additional sanc- 
tions against Iran, which he says could 
derail the diplomatic efforts. 

Senior administration officials fa- 
miliar with the congressional outreach 
but not authorized to speak publicly 
said lawmakers were being briefed reg- 


ularly. Sherman briefed both the Senate 
and the House leadership and commit- 
tee chairs last week on the agreement, 
and more talks are planned both with 
members and staffers. 

The House of Representatives al- 
ready voted for new sanctions against 
Tehran in July, a measure that has not 
been taken up in the Senate. The sanc- 
tions would not take effect unless the 
negotiations fail. Obama has threatened 
to veto a Senate bill calling for addi- 
tional sanctions, which may already 
have enough support to override a veto. 
But Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, D-Nev., said last week that he’s 
in no hurry to bring an Iran sanctions 
bill up for a vote as long as the nego- 
tiations are under way and progress is 
being made. 

The United States has also been in 
contact with Israeli officials, who have 
been skeptical of the deal, to keep them 
informed. 

“Israel obviously has a great interest 
in this and a great stake in it, and we 
are committed to working with them 
and working transparently with them 
because we have a common interest 
in preventing Iran from developing a 
nuclear weapon or obtaining a nuclear 
weapon,” said another of the adminis- 
tration officials at Monday’s briefing. 

The United States and Iran reportedly 
had been engaged in secret talks -since 
March. Obama and Iran’s new president, 
Hassan Rouhani, began exchanging let- 
ters this summer, followed by a historic 
telephone call between the two leaders.

VOTER INFORMATION 
The Associated Students, Incorporated (ASI) has requested 


that the university's Student Fee Advisory Committee 
conduct a referendum to provide additional support for 

ASI programs and services by increasing the Associated 
Students fee. The amount of the requested fee increase is 
$16 per semester ($12 in the summer) effective fall 2014. 
Additionally, to address inflationary concerns, the ASI is 
requesting the ASI fee be subject to adjustment every three 
years from the date of the referendums passage by an amount 
not to exceed the corresponding increase or decrease in the 
Consumer Price Index for the Los Angeles-Riverside-Orange 
County area. All such adjustments would be subject to 
authorization by the Student Fee Advisory Committee, with 
the first adjustment being implemented in fall 2017. The 

fee referendum will be conducted as an online election on 


Wednesday, February 26 and Thursday, February 27, 2014. 


BACKGROUND 


The Associated Students fee has not been increased since 
fall 2000. In the years since then, the cost of operating AST’s 
various programs and services has increased by over 44% 
with no corresponding increase in the fee amount. In order 
to keep offering programs and services, ASI has had to freeze 
employee wages, refrain from replacing outdated property 
and equipment, postpone the maintenance and upgrade of 
AS]-operated facilities such as the Isabel Patterson Child 
Development Center and the Soroptimist House, and hold 
off on establishing any new programs or services that students 
have been requesting, such as a 24-hour study center, major 
concerts and large-scale entertainment programs, and 
additional scholarships. 

With the upcoming increase in the California minimum 
wage and the need to address the deteriorating condition of 
ASI facilities, ASI is faced with the possibility of having to 
decrease the amount of funds awarded to student clubs and 
organizations, discontinue the funding of scholarships, and 
possibly eliminate certain programs or services. 

Due to these challenging financial circumstances, the 
Associated Students, Incorporated is proposing that the 
Student Fee Advisory Committee conduct this referendum, 
allowing students to vote on increasing the Associated 
Students fee.

Governor Brown proposes 
$142.2 million funding 


increase for the CSU 


The proposed in- 
creased is almost $100 
million short of what 
the CSU’s request.

The Cal State University system is 
one step closer to receiving an increase 
in state funding. 

Earlier this month, Gov. Jerry Brown 
added a $142.2 million increase for 
the CSU general fund to his proposed 
2014-15 budget. 

In spite of the increase, Brown’s pro- 
posed budget still falls $95.4 million 
short of the $237.6 million that the CSU 
asked for in November. 

According to the CSU Board of 
Trustees agenda from its November 
meeting, part of the $237.6 million 
would have gone toward allowing ap- 
proximately 20,000 more students to 
enroll in the CSU. Another part of the 
funding request addressed critical in- 
frastructure improvements. 

Even though Brown’s proposal fell 
short of the CSU’s expectations, CSU 
Chancellor Timothy P. White said in a 
statement that he commends Brown’s 
commitment to funding the CSU. 


“The proposed budget will enable 
the University to improve existing pro- 
grams ... and maintain tuition at the 
current rate,” White said. 

CSU Spokesman Mike’ Uhlenkamp 
said if Brown fulfills his $142.2 mil- 
lion funding increase, tuition will not 
increase. 

During budget talks last January, 
Brown proposed a four-year plan to 
steadily increase state funding to the 
CSU from 2013-14 to 2016-17. For the 
coming fiscal year, the plan calls for 
$142.2 million in additional state fund- 
ing for the CSU, as the governor has 
proposed. 

Some though, like President of the 
California Faculty Association Lillian 
Taiz, said Brown’s proposal does not go 
farenough. . 

“While we appreciate the Gover- 
nor’s recognition ... his proposal still 
leaves tens of thousands of California 
students out in the cold,” Taiz said in a 
statement. ““We must make take bigger 
steps than Governor Brown proposes 
towards rebuilding the CSU and rein- 
vesting in the core function of our uni- 
versities.” 

In his budget, Brown also proposed 
a $142.2 million increase for the Uni- 
versity of California’s general fund. He 
said in a statement that he hopes the 
increased funding will allow the UC to 
avoid raising its tuition and fees. 

Brown’s revised budget will be avail- 
able in May, according to his website. 
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Poll finds public tunes out NSA debate 


WASHINGTON — For all the at- 
tention generated by the controversy 
over Edward Snowden’s disclosures 
of U.S. spying operations, much of the 
public has paid little attention to the de- 
tails of the policy debate over govern- 
ment surveillance, polls have shown. 

The latest evidence comes from a 
new Pew Research Center poll show- 
ing that half the public said they had 
heard nothing at all about President 
Barack Obama’s speech Friday outlin- 
ing new restrictions on the National 
Security Agency: Only 8 percent of 
those surveyed said they had “heard a 
lot” about Obama’s plans. 


Of those who said they had heard 


at least a little bit about the speech, 
the overwhelming majority said they 
thought the president’s plans would 
have little impact either on protecting 
privacy or on hindering the govern- 
ment’s fight against potential terrorist 
plots. About 1 in 5 said Obama’s plans 
would increase the protection of indi- 
vidual privacy and about | in 8 said 
it would make fighting terrorism more 
difficult. 

The poll echoed other surveys in 
showing thatthe public has grown 
more disapproving of the NSA’s sur- 
veillance program. By 53 percent to 
40 percent, Americans said they disap- 
proved of “the government’s collection 
of telephone and Internet data as part 
of anti-terrorism efforts.” In July, a Pew 
poll showed the public approving of the 
programs by a narrow margin. By 48 
percent to 41 percent, the public said 
that current limits on what the govern- 
ment collects are not adequate.

Republicans to say they approve of 
the NSA’s efforts. Republicans who 
say they consider themselves tea party 
supporters are particularly negative, 
disapproving of NSA surveillance by 
68 percent to 27 percent. 

That division likely reflects thé 
fact that on virtually all measures, 
partisans tend to trust government 
more when their party controls it. 
Another significant division on the 
question involves age: Americans 
younger than 30 are particularly 
likely to disapprove of what the NSA 
does. 

Asked about Snowden, Ameri- 
cans offered somewhat contradictory 
opinions. The public is almost equal- 
ly divided on the question of wheth- 
er Snowden has served or harmed 


the public interest, with Americans 
younger than 30 significantly more 
inclined to see his actions positively 
while those over 65 see them nega- 
tively. 

By 56 percent to 32 percent, Ameri- 
cans said they thought the government 
should pursue a criminal case against 
Snowden. Those under 30 divided 
evenly on the question, while all other 
age groups supported prosecution by 
large margins. 

Even those who said they disap- 
proved of the NSA’s surveillance pro- 
grams split evenly on the question of 
whether Snowden should be prosecut- 
ed for revealing them.

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The upcoming year for OC Register is off to a rocky start 


Aaron Kushner, new publisher for The 
Orange County Register, is ruffling a few 
feathers with his business decisions. 
After laying off hundreds of employees 
and replacing them with an even higher 
number of new reporters, many wondered 
where the money for all the new employees 
was coming from. 
In light of that, we’re not really surprised 
that all these 
people are being 
OUR VIEW © aid off. 
This situation 

is seen in many - 
businesses, as well as sports, where a new 
owner comes in and eliminates the existing 
staff. It’s a financial move on Kushner’s 
part that many of us expected he’d do. 
And it comes as no surprise that almost 
an entire new staff has moved into the OC 
Register. - 

By hiring younger people who are 
naturally going to be more tech savvy, the 
new staff brings in a practicality for the 
advancement in technology in journalism. 

The irony is that the Kushner hired on 
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new, young reporters to replace the existing 
print writers not to introduce a tech savvy 
wave, but to continue work in print media. 

Kushner is pushing the print media, 
making online subscriptions nearly the same 
price as home delivery print subscriptions. 

This also creates distress in the news- 
room, hurting the morale of the staff. Dur- 
ing the week of layoffs, members of OC 
Register staff could not have been so much 
concerned with news but more so with sav- 
ing their jobs. 

The expansion of the OC Register into 
Los Angeles also has us confused. The new 
reporters that were hired into OC Register 
will be moved to LA Register once it’s 
launched. The city of Los Angeles already 
has the highly successful Los Angeles 
Times newspaper; how long will the LA 
register survive? 

That’s the same as a new newspaper 
trying to get a footing in New York against 
Wall Street Journal and New York Times. 

The Long Beach Register is already 
losing content toad space. The Long Beach 
Register usually runs eight to ten pages 


ads have taken precedent over the quality 
articles in the pages. 

Is this good for news or bad for news? 
Will this hurt the quality of the paper? And 
would this hurt the amount of future jour- 
nalists applying to the OC Register? 

The bottom line is that although news- 
papers are meant to serve the public good, 
running a publication is still a business. 

Sometimes tough business decisions 
need to be made. While its unfortunate, 
this might just be a hiccup in the new busi- 
ness model Kushner is attempting to build 
but it may just be too soon to judge. 

On one side, the staff has grown to 300 
employees even with the layoffs. Its tough 
to know if this is a good call because we 
don’t know if the editors were laid off due 
to performance or if Kushner wanted to 
get rid of the existing editors to pay lower 
salaries for incoming employees. 

The OC Register is still far from dying 
but with the hiring and firing spree, its 
affects on the content and their attempt to 
expand in the midst of it all, it has put them 
on rocky ground. 
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Governor Brown’s new fiscal plan may pull California out of debt

Calif. Gov. Jerry Brown seems to be taking a 
step in the right direction in the coming 2014- 
2015 fiscal year. 

He is proposing stricter and more frugal budget 
practices that would not only deeply cut spending, 
but also establish a “piggy bank” system that 
would intelligently save the surplus revenue. 

This will be used to pay off California’s mas- 
sive $22.4 billion debt. 

The plan does not call for an immediate, pay 
in full policy, but rather is meant to gradually 
address the state’s financial needs over a period 
of time. Ideally, this will prevent further financial 


unrest that has been characteristic of California 
over the years. 

“This is a time when we can really get our bud- 
get house in order,” said Steve Levy, Director of 
the Center for Continuing Study of the California 
Economy in Palo Alto. 

- However, not all of Brown’s fellow democrats 
share the same ideas for the new year and the 
surplus. 

While Brown hopes to use the money wisely 
and invest it for the long run, many Democrats 
wish to use the money immediately towards an 
increase in social programs. 

According to the San Francisco Gate, Darrel 
Steinberg, Senate President Pro Tempore, claimed 
that while he essentially likes the budget plan, 
he felt that too much money was being spent on 
paying off the debt that could be used to refinance 
social programs which had to be cut. 


One of these programs, a new one that is being 
proposed by Steinberg himself, is a transitional 
kindergarten program that would cost a billion 
dollars by 2020 to serve 350,000 children, ages 
4-5, 

While these programs are nice to have, they are 
only good when two criteria are met: one being 
that the economic environment is positive enough 
where these programs are possible. Secondly, the 
program is positive when the people benefit- 
ting from the program outweigh the cost of the 
program itself. 

This type of program does not meet either cri- 
teria and should not be an option as it only helps a 
small fraction of the populous. 

The billion dollars from the plan is something 
that could be better invested in programs that help 
far more people or pay off the existing debt. 

The most concerning is that if the President 


Pro Tempore of the state has these feelings 
about the budget then how many others share his 
viewpoint? 

The budget, while not perfect, tries to steer the 
state in a direction that many have tried to avoid 
or ignore over the years. 

Since the California State Senate must pass his 
proposal before the budget goes into effect, there 
is the very real threat that it risks being watered 
down or flat out denied by democratic state sena- 
tors because it does not meet their expectations. 

Cutting the budget isn’t something enjoyable, 
it’s something that has to be done considering that 
California is a financial mess. This is a huge task 
that Brown is trying to undertake and it is a solu- 
tion that California is long over due for. 

If Democrats don’t want to follow Gov. Brown, 
the state may be at risk of falling into old habits 
that will lead to diving deeper into debt. 


Net neutrality keeps the Internet inexpensive and accessible

Before Jan. 14th, millions of Americans had 
never heard about the concept of net neutrality. 

Following a controversial court ruling last 
week, the concept of net neutrality could end if 
the Federal Communications Commission, also 
known as the FCC, does not appeal the ruling. 

Although the laws behind ‘net neutrality’ are 
fairly complex, the Washington Post defines it 
as, “No Internet service provider (ISP) should 
be allowed to speed up, slow down or block Web 
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traffic from getting to where you, the customer, 
want it to go.” 

Basically, net neutrality and its proponents 
have prevented Internet providers from raising 
rates based on usage, similar to the way one is 
charged on water, electricity, or other utilities. 

According to the Los Angeles Times, the 
policy of net neutrality was put in place to reduce 
the power of Internet providers to raise usage fees 
and slow Internet speeds. 

The LA Times also added the decision to chal- 
lenge Net Neutrality was made by a three-judge 
panel of U.S. Court of Appeals of the District 
of Columbia. Such a ruling could give power- 
ful Internet providers such as Verizon or Time 
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Warner the ability to charge sites like Netflix and 
YouTube more for giving content to consumers. 

Although the concept of net neutrality may 
interfere with the control of Internet providers, its 
intentions are very clear. 

The hyper-commercialization would not be 
good for the hundreds of millions of Americans 
who depend on the Internet everyday. 

It is not as if major Internet providers like Veri- 
zon are hurting for an increase in profit. Charging 
more could just ruin a public good and hurt the 
companies in the-long run. 

According to the Washington Post, many 
things could occur if net neutrality is perma- 
nently thrown out. 


An Internet provider could charge consumers 
more to use sites such as Netflix. If an Internet 
provider doesn’t pass down the costs directly to 
consumers and instead opts to charge a fee to 
companies like Netflix, the increase in cost could 
come through higher subscription rates for sites 
like Netflix. This may result in Netflix losing 
subscribers and causing a negative effect in the 
economy in the long run. 

Balancing the rights of Internet companies to 
charge for their services and the integrity of the 
Internet is what is at stake. 

Let’s hope the FCC will appeal the court’s 
decision and keeps the Internet from being an 
over- priced, hyper-commercialized industry. 
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Anti-smoking ad “The Smoking Kid” enlightens smokers

“Can I get a light?” 

This question is amongst the most common 
between smokers.

The anti smoking video, called the “Smoking 
Kid,” features children walking up to adult smok- 
ers asking for a light.

The children in the ad are actors but the adults 
smoking are unsuspecting participants in the 
project. 

Every adult asked is shocked that a child with a 
cigarette in hand is asking for a light. 

The anti smoking video was originally up- 
loaded a year and a half ago but has just recently 
become viral on Facebook, generating over 
600,000 hits as opposed to last year’s 100,000. 

The video begins with the statement “adults 
know that smoking is harmful, but don’t remind 
themselves of this fact.” 

Once a “smoking kid” approaches the adults, 
each adult lectures the child and convinces the 
child not to smoke. 

The first adult starts by saying, “I’m not giving 
it to you,” and the second adult tells the smoking 
kid “cigarettes contain insecticide.” 

The video goes on to state “every adult filmed

reminded the children that smoking is bad.” 

One adult tells the smoking kid “if you smoke, 
you die faster. Don’t you want to live and play?” 

Another adult warns the smoking kid of the 
harmful affects from smoking, “if you smoke, 
you suffer from lung cancer, emphysema and 
stokes.” 

The smoking kid hands each adult a pamphlet 
after being turned down for a light. 

The pamphlet opens to say, “You worry about 
me, but why not about yourself?” 

Each adult looks around for the child as their 
faces are filled with confusion and discomfort. 

The video shows that a few of the smokérs 
quickly threw away their cigarette or put their 
cigarettes away, showing that this experiment was 
affective at that moment. 

The “smoking kid” campaign went on to win a 
Bronze medal from the Outdoor Lion at Cannes 
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in 2012, a Gold for Special Service at the One 
Show Awards and a Silver Film Lotus at the 2013 
Adfest Awards. 

When the video was uploaded in YouTube, 
number of views reached over 5,000,000 views 
to date and gained the attention of international 
coverage on Al Jazeera, Reuter and New York 
Daily News. 

“The unscripted moments are really quite 
heartrending - and effective,” according to the 
foundation. 

“It got a 40 percent increase in calls about how 
to stop smoking.” 

The most affective element in the ad isn’t the 
use of children or the unscripted responses from 
the smoking adults. It comes down to something 
much simpler than that. 

Why is it that we worry about other people, 
forgetting to worry about ourselves?

Best Picture - “American Hustle”

Twombly falls in love with the voice of 
Scarlett Johansson, who plays an Oper- 
ating System named Samantha that ar- 
tificially interacts like a human. Jonze 
also brings in stars Amy Adams and 
Olivia Wilde to accompany Phoenix. 

In a beautiful twist on a love story, 
a human falls in love with him com- 
puter more and more as she devel- 
ops her own consciousness, while 
Twombly is enraptured by the fact that 
she is awe-struck by the world around 
her. While the film exemplifies the pre- 
dictably bleak, smoggy future that we 
may experience in a couple decades, 
there are hints of romanticism and new 
life as Samantha represents not a ma- 
chine but rather an appreciation for the 
world that the human race has lost. 

In an age where we sleep with our 
smart phones, the film is not only a 
romance but also a technological sat- 
ire. However, while a movie like “Her” 
would best end with Twombly realizing 
in his synthetic love that there is no real 
replacement for human interaction, it 
ends somewhat flatly and lacking of any 
real profundity. 

Nevertheless, rather than leading 
us to fear the day when our devices 
develop a mind of their own, the film 
provides an alternate reality where 
our devices can strengthen the lonely 
human being that has no other com- 
panion.

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49ers rebound from loss at UCSB with win over Cal Poly 


LBSU holds off a late 
run by the Mustangs 
to win, 63-62.

SAN LUIS OBISPO — Winter break 
has seen the Long Beach State men’s 
basketball team earn tough wins and 
struggle with inconsistency, but it end- 
ed on a good note Saturday at Cal Poly. 

Faced with the task of winning 
in an environment that no visiting 
Big West team had won in for more 
than a year, the 49ers avoided a 1-3 
start to conference play by holding 
off a Cal Poly rally in the final min- 
utes and taking a 63-62 win over the 
Mustangs. 

The win helped erase the sour taste 
of a loss at UC Santa Barbara two days 
earlier during which the 49ers strug- 
gled to score points. 

“It’s a league road win in a place 
where they’ve been very good here 
for the last couple years,” head coach 
Dan Monson said. “To beat these guys 
at home, you really have to have some 
toughness.” 


LBSU (6-12, 2-2 Big West) didn’t 
get off to the best of starts, falling be- 
hind 15-4 over the first five minutes. 
With 11 minutes remaining in the half, 
though, the 49ers went on a 17-0 run 
that Monson said may have been in- 
spired by a trip to the movies the day 


before. 

“We went to the movie ‘Lone Survi- 
vor’ yesterday,” he said. “I asked them 
what they got out of that today... and I 
really felt that they were going to come 
together. I really think they took a lot 
out of that, just how precious brother-

hood is.” 

The 49ers took a 32-29 lead into half- 
time and came out with a different en- 
ergy than they had two days prior, when 
they were outscored by 10 to open the 
second half at UCSB. 

Instead, the ‘Niners maintained their 


lead and expanded it to double digits 
with less than three minutes to go. 

“What was nice here was the start 
of the second half was good,” Monson 
said. “The way we started the second 
half Thursday got us beat more than 
the start. I just had a sense about them 
today that they were going to be ready 
when they settled down.” 

Over the last three minutes, though, 
the 49ers’ 10-point lead nearly disap- 
peared. Cal Poly forward Chris Ever- 
sley hit a three with 14 seconds to go, 
bringing the score to 63-62. 

The Mustangs (7-10, 3-1 Big West) 
then fouled Mike Caffey with five sec- 
onds on the clock to send him to the free 
throw line for a one-and-one. Caffey 
missed the first free throw, giving Cal 
Poly a chance to win the game on a 
buzzer beater. 

The Mustangs got the ball down the 
court, but Jamal Johnson saw his last- 
second 3-point attempt hit the back of 
the rim and pop up into the air only to 
fall harmlessly to the hardwood floor as 
the buzzer sounded. 

“We just had to believe in each other 
and play for each other,” guard A.J. 
Spencer said. 

LBSU will now have a week of rest 
and practice before their next game. 
Next up on the schedule is a home game 
against Cal State Northridge on Satur- 
day.

Tears were shed after Saturday’s 
game against Cal Poly, but it wasn’t be- 
cause the 49ers lost in overtime: 

Long Beach State fell to the Mus- 
tangs,- 107-102, in its first 100-point 
game in eight years, but the mood 
quickly turned positive as guard Alex 
Sanchez accepted a marriage proposal 
at half court after the game. 

The game itself certainly lived up 
to its high expectations given that the 
reigning Big West Champs were in 
town with the dynamic Cal Poly lineup 
that yields two of the top three scorers 
in the Big West: Molly Schlemer (18.6) 
and Ariana Elegado (17.5). 

But while much was anticipated 
from the 6-foot-5 center Schlemer, who 
is also the top rebounder in the confer- 
ence and was two inches taller than 
anyone else on the court, it was the 
5-foot-6 guard Elegado that stole the 
show. 

After a back-and-forth battle in 
which The Beach netted five of their 
first seven threes and the Mustangs 
scored their first 10 points on the post, 
the first half saw five ties and six lead 
changes. The ‘Niners exchanged their 
threes for Cal Poly points in the paint 

and the 49ers fell victim to a depen- 
dency from the three-point line in the 
first half, as Cal Poly led 47-40 at the 
halftime break. 

“We needed to get more paint touch- 
es,” head coach Jody Wynn said. “We 
needed to get to the free throw line 
more than four times in the first half, 
and we just didn’t do that.” 

The 49ers came out of the locker 
room and did just that. A Jade Wilson 
score in the post gave them 14 points

in the paint, a low number considering 
Cal Poly scored 48 points in the paint 
the game. 

After an improved half on both ends 
where Ella Clark and Wilson defended 
Schlemer as well-as any-team would 
hope to, LBSU struggled at the char- 
ity stripe at an inopportune. time while 


Cal Poly had a streak of 19 consecutive 
makes up until late in the overtime. 

“IT think in the end, turnovers and 
missed free throws hurt us,” Wynn 
said. “Other than that, it was a highly 


-entertaining game, and we just didn’t 


have an answer for Elegado.” 
Following two quick fouls commit- 


ted by Elegado six minutes into the 
second half, the ‘Niners cut a six-point 
lead to three on a Meneses trey in the 
corner right in front of her team’s bench 
seconds after Elegado sat down with 
her fourth foul. 

The Mustangs would soon use their 
perfect free throw shooting to extend 
the lead to 11 with 10:22 left in regula- 
tion. But the 49ers were able to get into 
the bonus early, with 10 makes at the 
charity stripe to help cut the Cal Poly 
lead to one at 82-81 with 3:14 left. 

Following those 10 makes from the 
line, Sawyer missed both free throws 
after drawing a foul, and Wilson made 
just one of her own to tie it up at 82- 
82. But while Cal Poly went on to make 
their next nine free throws, the 49ers 
kept with them thanks to baskets from 
Raven Benton, Lauren Spargo and 
Hallie Meneses. 

Meneses then nailed a contested 
three with 0.2 seconds left on the clock 
to make it 91-91. 

Despite keeping the Mustangs to 
2-for-6 shooting from the field in over- 
time, the 11-of-12 makes from the free 
throw line was too much for LBSU. The 
49ers ultimately fell, 107-102. 

Elegado finished with 30 points and 
six assists. While Schlemer was held to 
16 points and 10 boards, numbers just

shy of her season average. 

Spargo led The Beach in scoring 
with 20 points to go along with five as- 
sists and Meneses finished with 19 on 
6-of-9 shooting. 

But moments after the players and 
coaches greeted one another at mid- 
court, the coaching staff made a u-turn 
when normally they would have kept 
walking towards their locker room. 
This change in direction was supposed 
to involve a post game fundraising ac- 
tivity, but it soon became apparent to 
Sanchez that that wasn’t the case. 

“When he came out on the court, I 
was like, ‘what is he doing, what is he 
doing?’” Sanchez said. “Then everyone 
said it was the shoot-a-thon so I was 
like, ‘okay whatever’. And then they 
started playing the video and I realized 
it was happening.” 

It was then that Sanchez’ fiancé-to- 
be knelt to the ground and popped the 
question. Although the tears did flow 
following the loss in overtime, the tears 
of joy came from coaches, players and 
fans in both gold and green. 

“Alex is our sister, our daughter, 
our friend,” said Wynn. “It’s a moment 
that none of us will ever forget. To be 
a part of something so special to some- 
body that is so dear to our hearts. It’s 
amazing.” 
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Long Beach State loses two of three after early success 


LBSU falls to BYU and 
Hawaii after winning 
seven straight.

Expectations for the Long Beach 
State men’s volleyball team started high, 
as the 49ers were ranked fourth in the 
American Volleyball Coaches. Asso- 
ciation (AVCA) Division I-II Preseason 
Poll and were picked to tie for first in 
the Mountain Pacific Sports Federation 
(MPSF) Preseason Coaches’ Poll. 

Eyes remained on the 49ers as they 
kicked off the new year, winning seven 
consecutive matches before claim- 
ing victory in their first official match 
of the season against Harvard at the 
UCSB Asics Invitational championship 
showdown. 

Although undefeated for almost 


two weeks, the 49ers (3-2, 2-2 MPSF) 
struggled to prolong the winning streak 
after suffering two losses in their last 
three games. 

LBSU hit the road for their first con- 
ference match and swept Cal Baptist 
3-0. Two days later in Utah, the top- 
ranked 49ers endured their first loss 
of the season to the defending MPSF 
champions and 2013 NCAA finalists, 
BYU, with ending scores of 25-20, 23- 
25, 25-20 and 25-20. 

Senior Taylor Crabb led the 49ers 
with a season and team-high 22 kills 
while sophomore Andrew Whitt con- 
tributed a career-best 10 kills. Senior 
Ian Satterfield and sophomore Taylor 
Gregory each put out eight kills. 

LBSU played without starting out- 
side Dalton Ammerman after he suf- 
fered an ankle sprain early in the match. 

Taylor Sanders carried the Cougars 
(4-2, 4-0 MPSF) with the night’s only 
double-double with a match-high 24 
kills and 11 digs. LBSU hit a .206 while 
BYU hit a .336 and out-blocked the 
49ers 11 to 6.5.

A week later, LBSU travelled to the 
Aloha State to play back-to-back MPSF 
contests against Hawaii. The 49ers 
were able to redeem themselves with 
a sweep against the Warriors the first 
night with Crabb leading with 12 kills 
and Satterfield contributing eight with 
no hitting errors. 

But the 49ers fell in five sets the fol- 
lowing night in front of nearly 3,000 
people, ending with scores of 25-23, 
19-25, 19-25, 27-25 and 15-8. 

Crabb paced the 49ers with 22 kills 
and 10 digs while Satterfield obtained 
his first season double-double with 10 
kills and a career-best 12 digs. 

Ammerman was back on his feet 
from his ankle injury with 10 kills 
while Gregory scored a team-high sev- 
en blocks. 

Brook Sedore led the Warriors (3-2, 
1-1 MPSF) with 24 kills and 11 digs 
while Kolby Kanetake took the match- 
high 15 digs. 

The 49ers dropped from first to sixth 
place in MPSF standings and are tied 
with Hawaii while BYU moves up to
